(iermaiiy are of opiniuii thiit the 11- 
sultof a war will leave the empire in 
a stronger position than it has ever 
held in the past. Austria is certain 
lobe the ally of Gennaiiy in ibe 
evciil of war, for victory u illillial 
power us against Kussia would iiieaii 
a large extension of territory Iu the 
soulli-east, which would include 
European Turkey and Constantino- 
ple. Uisiuarck thinks, and with good 
reason, thatllic tierman mililaiy sys- 
tem is at its highe-t puiiil of ellicieu- 
cy, and could face all Knrope iu aruis. 
Tlie ii{oiUvo to.war Is to secure ac- 
cess to the uceaii, so that all the cuiii- 
nieicial capabilities of the Gcrniaii 
empire eould be liilly developed. To- 
day this great military iiower is 
lieiumed in from the ocean. True it 
lias llremen and Hamburg, but these 
are free cities, and, thougii belonging 
to the German empire, arc not 
well located for commanding 
he eoiiiinerce that Gerniany 
aspires to control. The grealesl com- 
mercial sea|iort on Die eonliiieiit is 
Antwerp, on the Scheldt, but that 
iinileiof trade is under tlie flag of 
the liclgian governmenL lutheiios- 
sehsiiiii of Germany, Antwerp would 
siion rival Liverpool, and the flag of 
the falherlaiid would make its ap- 
liearaiicc in every maritime port of 
the world. Were lloiiand to bu- 
eoine a part of Germany, Kotterdani 
would come to the frout as a great 
seaport. All Europe believes tiiat 
Germany, in view of her maritime 
arnbilion, wishes to aniie.v Holland 
and ^'ct pci^se.'.-ion uf Antwerp. If 
Kussia was worsted in a avunl iiiili- 
tay duel, the Itallic provinces, the in- 
habitanlB of whicli are niaiuiy Ger- 
man iii^laiigiiage, and Itnssiaii Po- 
land, would come into the possession 
of the conquering Teutons. Tile liiis- 
siaii frontier is now within tliree 
days' iiiarcii of Berlin, and a slice of 
ICussian territory to tlieeaalis very 
niucii desired by the (Jerman rulers,
